None of the prior art taught or suggested an active matrix type LCD with 
the electrostatic protection element portion containing the particular connection 
with the second transistor connected as claimed with floating gate, or the pair or 
resistive elements (resistive elements are taken as requiring a significant 
resistance, not the relatively trivial resistance of a direct connection).
